Captaiu Fiicl^ards- Ilcporti 
Capfc. Cooper, " Harbormaster of 
British Columbia," has addrossod ub 
c ooroinanication contradicting in toto 
onr article of the let innt. concorning 
tho recent trip of tho Malacca to Now 
Westminster, As a iiuittor of courso, 
the gallant Captain expects tbat wo 
will give his communication tho benefit 
of our extontled circulation, and wo 
should bo happy to gratify tho worthy 
gentleman's expectation were it not 
for iho fact that, in violation of all 
the rules governing newspaper cor- 
respondence, he baa committed tho 
discourtesy of publishing his commu>- 
nication in tho two Government bar- 
rel-organs at Now W'jstininster, before 
transmitting a copy of tho same to 
as. The ofluBlon of tho Captain is, 
therefore, destined to enjoy a very 
limited publication, lor, as a matter of 
custom, wo positively decline to trans- 
fer to our coluisDs a letter addressed 
to na that baa previously appeared in 
a cptemporary. There is a point or 
two in the Captain's letter, however, 
which we cannot well pass over in 
silence. In the first place, the Captain 
aoouses na oi making etatemonts 
utterly devoid of truth, and then goes 
oa to say tbat he docs not attribute 
those statements to any " baaer mo- 
tive" than " an fairness !'' Our 
"knowledge of the navigation" ir; 
called iuto question, and we aro acs 
cased of " traducing the navigable 
WJiters of tho country;" then tho 
Captain acknowledges that tho vessel 
did strike whilo on hor way to Now 
VYootminstor from Victoria; and 
finally, ho brings his article to an 
anchor by asscrling that wo havo boon 
"crammed." Now, it must bo patont 
to Captain Cooper that if tho vessel 
stuck at all, our article is not " utterly 
devoid of truth," and tho milder 
charge of " unfairnuBs " fails to tho 
ground when wo call the readers at- 
tention to tho fact that, whilo in 
tho vor}' act of accusing us of hav- 
ing acted unfairly. Captain Cooper 
is himself guilty ot a gross " un- 
fairness" towards us in not re- 
ferring at all to Captain Kicharda' 
report on the state of navigation bo>' 
tween Yiotoria and New Westminster, 
from which we quoted. With regard 
to the navigation we expressed no 
opinion whatever. We merely laid 
belore oar readers the extract from 
Captain Eiobards' opinion upon tho 
navigation between the two ports. 
We ars'*aware tbat Captain Kiohards' 
may be no aotboritj or guide iorCapt. 
Cooper. Great minds have differed 
before ; but our correspondent mast 
not fly into a rago or "rush into 
print" if a majoi ily ot tlio ritizens of 
the Colony aro disposed to accept 
Captain Hichards' opinion as correct, 
or if they fail to discover in tiio iinr- 
bormaster of British Columbia those 
brilliant qualities that entitle tho first 
named gentleman to rank amonir the 
most scientific men of tho ago. Wo do 
not say that Captain Cooper does not 
possess thoso qualities to a dazzling 
degree; wo only bog that ho will not 
leel aggrieved it thoy havo failed to 
attract the admiration of tho people 
as they havo tho favor of a Govern- 
ment never backward in rewarding 
meritorious servants. In point of 
fact, Captain Cooper may be a far 
cleverer man than Captain Biohards; 
but in the absence of positive and 
direct evidence oi that fact wo pin our 
faith to the Eeport of Captain Kich- 
ardsj and, for tho information of the 
•worthy Harbormaster, who appears to 
be." at sea " on the question, reproduce 
ttib extract from the report referred 
to f—

Ff.iday, Feb. I. 
Council met at 3 p. m. Present : Hons 
Birch (President), Crease, Wood, llnmly, 
Brew, Ball. Smith, RobsoD, Young, Mac- 
dnnald, Ilelracken, De Cosmos, Pemberton, 
Cox, O'Rtjilly, Sanders and Trutch. 

Tho President informed the House that 
His Exoellenoy was prepared to receive tho 
reply. 

NOTICES OP MOTIOK. 

' Hon Wood, a b II providing for grenttr 
concGHsions in drafting ordinances, Hon 
Trutcli, a bill extending tliu land laws nf 
V. I. to B. O. 

Hob Hilmckon asked whether thorn was 
a Government organ, or any person to re- 
present the Government in the Honso ? 

Hon President replied that ho together 
with the Executive membera represented tho 
Government, and woold be prepared to 
ans wer qnestioiig. 

Hon llulmcken then gave notice that he 
would ai-k whether it wan llie inlention ol 
the Government to, repeal the Poll Tax, or to 
introduce a bill to reguialo the Coasting 
Trade. He further gave notice that be 
would intioduce a bill to repeal the Trades 
icensea Ami'ndmenl Act ol V. I. 
Tho Hon President eaid the Government 
wuuld bo prepared with u bill relating lo 
Trades Licenses. 
Hon Kelmcken — Does it repeal it ? 
Hun President, Wa wilt allow the hon 
gentleman to knoiv that nhea it cornea to the 
C- iucil. 

Hon Helmcken gave notice of motion to 
repeal Clause 21 in Standing Oideru ia 
reierence to notices of motion obtaining the 
sanction of the Council. 

Hon Kobson gave notice of motion In 
repeal Clause 61 in reference to admtasiun ol 
the pablio by ticket. 

THE BEPLT. 

' House adjourned during pleasnre to 

present reply to tho Governor, who returned 
a brief answer thanking the Council, and 
hoping that he would have some works ol 
improvement to set bufore the Council next 
paBdioD, more agrcablo to entertain than the 
labor of reduction «od relrencliment. 

I.NDEMNITY BILL. 

Hon Crease, oo the Council resuming its 
session, moved first reading of an o dioanoe 
indemnifying the Government for not 

eniorcing the Stock aud Carcass Act and 
portion of Harbor Dues Act ol Vancouver 
Island. On Union taking pliicc it liocaEne 
expedient to remit cerium ta.vo.^, anil ihc 
Governor cainc nt tlio earlitHt pu.-hulile 
moment to ask sanction of the House fur 
what bad been done. 

Hon Helmcken — The principle of the bill 
la lhat the Government acted illegally in not 
enforcing the provisions ol those Acts. 
Hon Crease — Quite so. 
Bill read first lime. 

Hon Crease moved first reading of or- 
dinunco assimilating certain local laws as 
promised in the Governor's speeob; it Would 
bo only partial in its operation and efTeot, 
only presented certain laws for adoption or 
extonsiun apnliciiblo to the presonl einor-- 
gericy ; among other things, npplying tho 
Orimioal Law of England aa it existed in 
B. C. Bince November '58 to V I. 'f'he oi- 
dinunce did not propose to deal with taxation. 
A tax ordinance, having the object uf 
oiiilormiiy ot taxatioD, prepared with tlio 
aHsisiaoce of the V. 1. members, would 
lollow. 

TUB oqvernob'.s instructions. 
Hon Pemberton moved an address to tho 
Governor (or copy of iiisilructions and com.. 
init-Hion. He did to with feeliiig-i of the 
greatest re.apaot, and nut (or tho sake of 
picking holes. Thu.-io documents ought to 
be in the House. Ileports of deaiiotibni 
were afloat which thny might serve todi.'fpi:!, 
and their coutonis should bo known lo lliu 
Council lhat they iiii^jhl eiiahie the people 
to knou' llie exact nature of Ihc powers 
under which they urn governed. 

Hon Do Cosmos thought the House ounlil 
lo havo the cooatitution Deforo them, and ho 
took it lhat there would be no objection on 
ihc part of the Governor, or any member of 
ihc llouso. to place it before the Coancil. 
I' delined the power ol ihe Government and 
ihe ii,,lil3 o( lliLi poople. 

Hon liobson thought it wag a matter 
b;.nween His Excullency and Her Mujos-ty's 
ministcra of a contidential nature, which it 
might be injurious to the oommuniiy to 
divulge. Tho course appeared to him 
ununual. lie was sure no hon genlleinun 
Would intentionally commill and act of ilis- 
oourtcay, and il it waa unusual tho Housn 
should bo Bo iiitoinied and not commit iitolf. 
We are in llie position of a Crown Colony, 
and the Governor's iastraciioDB might be of 
.•^neh a character that bo could not and 
would not disclose them. He should he 
happy to find it otiierisino, but at tlio 
pruMuii !;'_' bhi;uld iilaco himself in a false 
jKiHiiion by voting uye or nay. 

Hon fk'lincken said the Hon gentleman 
was raising a myth, a bug boar; he renioni- 
bcred V. I. when it was a quasi Crovrn 
Colony and tbe royal iastruotiona were made 
public without Biking, Tliero waa nothing 
ooiiliileiilial in Ihem. Tl iiy speak of what 
can lui dune ami what can't, and uiiylliiiig ol 
a privuio nature is couiiiiunicalftj in anolhet 
(orm. There could be no delicacy aboiii ilia 
matter, and he (elt auie iho Govi rnor would 
bavu no objection to hia iootractioua being 
placed beluro the Hoago. Tbe oommlsaioo 
was no otiject. He remembered tho in- 
structions being publicly read at the iiis.alla- 
tion and it flbouhl alvvays be done. ll was 
nocestiary for tho House, and would bu well 
(or the Governor and oouiitry at large that 
the inslrucliuns ebuuld bo lorthcoiniug. 

Hon Hamly would vote for lb& oummia- 
aion bat tgainpt )be lottraotioDs. 

Hod President aaid be was sure the Go' 
vcrnor would havo no ohj notion if tho 
resolution was conlinod to uakiiig for what 



tinns aro alerteotyped; we could get a copy 
from Jamaica. 

AmcDdroint by Hon Maodonald that the 
word " comniission" bo struck ont, and an 
address sent to tho Governor asking for copy 
v{ instrcotioDB referring to eooalruotion and 
coDBtittttion of tbe Oounoil, agreed to. 

TUB nUTIBS QtlBSTIOZI, 

Hon Oroaae moved the Brat readlnff of the 

Costoms Declaratory Ordinance. This bill 
was Iho reverse of iliu iiidtmnily bill. The 
latter was to indo'Duify the Government for 
not doing cert.iin lliinis, and this fordoing 
certain things, ilo was aware of what hon 
members wtuld say, but irrespective of 
Other coDsideraiions, the bill was absolutely 
aecpssary for liflcnl puiposes and ha would 
ask permission of tbia Hon House lhat it 
slioiilil ba law here tor a certain period; 
The Union Act 'ol (5G extended tliotjustoma 
Act of H. C. tc V. 1. but Old no' allect iho 
local law ,on tho faiib of which largo stficks 
had been laid in, and importers clamored for 
protection aguinet the conceived gross in- 
justice. The question wuii Iraught with 
dilliiiuliy, but ha asked Ihe House to asaisl 
the Government in this matter, by sanation- 
ing tbe continuance of tbe collection of 
diiiics on goods entering 1>. C. (rom the 
Island (or a short period; it would enable 
the Govornmont ti; dispense with local Acts 
beliuv which wore considered unjuit. The 
hill woulii not allect goods already in V; I. 
There was a clause in the bill enabling the 
Go-vernor to deciare by proolamation, at any 
rime within tho period named by Iho Itouse, 
lhat the Act no longer applied. I( a par- 
ticnlar was spocilied it would enable rner- 
chanla lo make nrrungoiiiHnta accordingly, 
and it was thought advisable Ibeiel'oro to 
leave Iho power of suspension in tlio banils 
of the Governor without wishing to give him 
eztraordiuaty powers. 

Hon Haraly seconded; 

Hon Do Cosmos was surprised to Ond the 
hon anil learnud gtntlenian introducing a bill 
o( this character. He had read of men who 
advocated tbat theie was no (^ueh tiling as 
right or wrong. 'I'hi'i bill roininded liiin 
tbat there were men in that houso who held 
tbe same doctrine. This motion it really 
seemed to him was for the purpose of super- 
seding a niotiun ol his own. It was on 
record, on tlio onliT of Ihe day, that In- 
wunlil Oik Ihe G ivenior to ili inuntii.ui' the 
levying ol duties biilween tlit) ports of Iho 
Coluny, and it was straiigo that a motion to 
upset anylhing of tbat kind should now be 
brought Up by the Government. If the 
House voted this motion it would be almost 
unnecessary to bring his motion up, |hear| ; 
whatever the irolive, it was clear that llie 
Governinent iiitoiiiled to do wrong. Tlieio 
were people in both fections who regard the 
coUeciiui o( these duties as an illegal stretch 
of f]xocutive uulhuriiy. The Act was 
without sanction of law, still he waa willing 
to indemnify the Government to a certain 
extent, but lie hoped Iho indemnity would go 
to equalizo tl.o burdens ol tho poiiple and 
not lo perpoiua e anything eo uiK'qual. Did 
it propose to levy duties on eonds in transitu 
from foreign ports ? No ! Did it propose to 
levy duties on goods imported into aijd 
landed in V. I. ? No ! It proposed to levy 
dunes on goods imported Into V, I. when it 
was a separaio Colony. Hon members niual 
understand ihs case, and not -Jo anjlhing 
lo take away from Govornineiit the [lopiilar 
support po niiccssary for its suceesslul work- 
ing. Duties were collected on the inaiii- 
lanil under Revenue Ordinance of '(j5 which 
provided for Ihe payment of duties on all 
goi.ds. wares, animals and things imported 
into B. C. -Tho p'inciplo was a right one 
and distributed ta.^ation equally over the 
country: V. 1. dniies are colleele>l under 
the Union Act, Hec 5, applying the Ci^stonia 
laws in force on the mainland to the I-ilaml, 
and the Imperial and local Acts must tberO' 
fore be oonstruedlogeiber. The territorial 
extent of tho mainland was changed by 
taking in the Colony o( V I unilnr the onu 
nairiu of B C, and thai was all ; ihtro is 
nothing said that duties may ho levied on 
gijuds shipped from one port to another in 
tho same Colony. With equal profiriety 
might duties bo culli'ft.'il with tlie faacliou 
of law between Kew Wesiniin-liT aud Vale, 
(hear, hear,) [lion Hanib y, .No IJ and what 
guarantee was there lhat il imghl uot bo 
e.\ienileil lo the collectioa of duties betwoBn 
Yale and Lytton, Nanalmo and Yiotoria or 
oven, to show the absurdity of the position, 
boiwiii n store and store at Xew Westminster. 
The eolloctioii of duties subsuqueat to Unloa 
between iiorts ol this i./'olnriy was an illi'gul 
act ami an oiili'a.;e wliicli no hon nii'oiber 
could aiiatain. Thu Hon .Attoniey (jcneral 
had not atLeini)teil to Aiow lli>it what bu was 
seeking to inforce was le;,'al, hia language 
adinitled at once that it was contrary to law, 
and that he (Mr Do 0) felt surprised that 
people had not applied to the Sapreme Court 
for writs of mundHmas or quo warranto to 
cause tbe Oollector ot Customs to show by 
what right be dare put his bands into other 
people's pockets and compel him to return 
moneys so taken without authority. Bx-, 
pedieacy- was nu jiiatilii-ation, il should have 
been thu duly uf i lovern nient to have 

called the Ijdii i;i'iilieiin i! nninnd iiiin at unce 
loasciTliiin the iii'st nicaur uf KM[i|iurLiiig Iho 
Guvcriiiuent, and lo try and gala the syni- 
piilliy of the iifopie in-lead ol ilisi'oaiiterian- 
ciiit; their leiidiTS. It is an inlelligeiil nod 
stalesinau like conr.sn to earry [oi'asiires by 
poimlar impulse. Tiie people of Vancouver 
Isl^iud were nol called upun lo pay one dollar, 
but be would not suffer injustice to be done 
lo any section of the Gulouy, Let justice be 
done to all, and nol aak C irlboo or Bi^ Bead 

10 pay more than Vaocoover Island. If the 
hon mover referred lo tho large stock at 
Vii'loria, ho would admit thai ihoro wire 
l.iru'i! Hlncks Ihti', a::d hoped llirro woniii 
ilwav:ibc larL'r ,iloi:k:i, lo .■<u|)ply llio people 
ol tbe m:iiiilaiiil, bill he would ask was thai a 
Bii llieiciit ruasoa why Iho people ol this conn- 
Iry Bhould lie siilijreied lo an illt'ijai art '.' 
Wliy (JovenirniMil .■ilionld pill tlii'ir Imiiil'i into 
111!' |ioekels of iiuTchiuil.s and Iradirs as they 
pleased ? It waa crealin'? sectionalism, more, 
it inlertered with the freedom of trade. He 
had had as much to do with bringiag about 
Union as any one, and one of tho great

'I'liero 
w <H really in this oaao a quid pro quo, by the 
lepeal of the stock and harbor does sots, and 
wero local traders who had invested in Inrgp 
stocks on laith of Ihe law to bu ulteily .-sacri- 
ficed V llu would nol deny tho doubt in 
which the qnesiion waa involved, hut the 
Governor came lo ihom on tho firel occasion 
to ask Ihe House lo remove thai duubt for a 
short time to enable Ihe Government to ba 



tinuod, and he called on all hou. uiembors 

10 reluse it their snnotioii. He waa willing 
to indemnify the Govoriinient for what had 
passed and lo let bygones be bygones, but 
ho was astonished at tbe action ol tho Gov- 
ernment< it "was unju'st in all its baaringa, 
and conld not bo maintained in a kgal point 
of view. If money waa required, lel il bo 
oblaiaed in a legal and straightforward man* 
nor. (lli'ar, hear). 

Hon Hamly maintained that the impost 
was not illegal. Tho cuuri'o pursued was not 
only lawful, just and equitable, but it was 
tho only one thai could be maiatsiDed, and 
ho thongbt that wise and proper discretion 
had been shown. He was, by duty, bound 
to collect duties on all goods landed in 
Biiiish Columbia, hut could only coiiect 
thum once, and could not tlierelcrn collect al 
Vale, nlthongh the Yalo niagislrato had 
somotiiiies colh cled duties on catllo, ifee , 
from Ibo American frontier. Goods in Van- 
couver Island lhat hud escaped duty might 
bo oonaumed there, but goods coming hero 
pay duty as usual. vVhen Iho Oiler, fur 
instance, went north, no duly was charged ai 
Fort Ruperi, as thu law had already been 
complied wiili, but not eo at Fort Simpson. 
N.th'ng W'lnld have given him greater 
pleasure Ci'au '.i have defended an action in 
Court to lebt tho question, as be believed it 
was right and just. 

Hon. Uciaicken felt for the first time how 
iilteily useless were the repreaentalfve mem- 
bers in the Houan. This would ba carried as 
a Govern nii'iit inei!SurL>, Its ilk';[:ility iiuiio 
denied, iu iujuslicu nuue duubted, anil jo; il 
waa curried beforu il was inirodiiciMl. li 
was his doiy lo protest ngain;:'. '.tiis iiiousure 
being proceeded with, and he would ask by 
what right aoy member could osk for a 
moiuy hill before the estimates had been 
submitted. Where was the evidence thai 
such things were uceovory ? and yet it \vi,s 
proposed lo carry this inuasure bifore ll.e 
House had gone into ways ond means. Ifo 
had always consideied the collection ol duties 
between port and port since Union ns illegal. 
His impressinn was tbat the collector iiad 
pui it in force on his own judgment, believ- 
ing it his duly, and lhat ho could nut ;io 
olhi rwiso. 'I'ho whole course is acknow- 
ledged by Ihe Altorney General and tho peo- 
ple, from one end ol tho Colony lo llie 
otlier, 10 be iilcgol, nnil the Houi-o is afked 
I. Ill only to iudemnily tho Collector of Cu,-- 
loins, but lo allow him to carry on the mta- 
suro and create diseontenl against the Gov- 
erninenl. He could give reasons why the 
people of Vancouver Island dil not go lo 
Court but did not wish to make them public. 
Tliiy wished to assist and not throw diller- 
ences in the way, trusting that when llio 
Legislature met it would put on end to such 
pruceedingsi Tbey bad reposed conOdonce 
in Iho Exeouliva, but he was sorry at ihtir 
third meeting lo find lhat conddence mis- 
placed.

Messrs Sironach and Ronald arrived in 
town freni ICuoienay during the week. 
There were 70 white men and 200 Chinu- 
nioii in the dislricl. No mining was going 
on, everything frozen. The miners have 
done well during the season, and it is 
expected that a greater numijcr would go lo 
tho Koolenay district in tho spring. 

The reported discovery of now diggings al 
Arrow Like turned out a fizzle. New sur- 
face diggings had been found at '49 creek, at 
llie^iouih of the Koolenay, about 35 miles 
above Shepherd. Good wages, so far, hud 
been made at these new diggings. Only 
one man ha-4 got down to the bed-rock. In 
one crevice ho found n piece of SI3. 
Toward Iho latter part of tho (all, 3000 (eet 
liiui been iaken up anil reconlBd. fi'ifteeil 
men were wintering on '-19 crpek. 

The Koolenay Indians held a big potlatch 
about the iniddlo ol Dceember, and 
declared llicir inleriiion of fighting thu 
Blackfout Iiuiian.i next season. 

About 75 miles north of Koolenay, stock 
belonging to the butchers and miners, were 
boing wintered. There ware ISO head of 
c.-\iilo and 100 horses. At this point there 
was plenty of feed. 

Mr Ronald states that when going to 
Koolenay from Fort Shepherd with the moil 
lie fouiiii a dead man, on December 2lst, on 
Iho .Sheplieid an.l Ivootcnay iiioiintain. It 
.Keems thu ilecea-ioil had been engaged in 
Irappin.g, niiil, gelling short of provisions, 
was on his way to Fort Shepherd to obtain 
sii[iijliei. Tliu name of deceased is George 
rynlun or 'I'ynlino. 

All accident occurred on tho river to a 
parly proceeding to '-til creek, resulting in 
tlie ilealh of a man named Dupuia or Iving, 
llaviL'g to make a portage, ihoy thought 
they could pull the empty boat through the 
rapida. King was iu the boat, tbe tow- 
line broke, and the boat with King was 
precipitated over tho falls. King's body 
had not been found. 

Mr Roland will return to Koolenay in 
about two wocl;.^, with tho mail. Parties 
wishing lo send letters arc rcqaested to leave 
then! with Uielz ,t Nelson.
